He argued that his testimony and 
Lauterbach’s had shown that they 
Were not engaged in any effort to 
get money from J. P. Morgan & Co. or 
other interests. a 

Lamar's Statement. 

“T’ll tell you what my motive was,” 
paid Lamar.

Lieutenant in the coast artillery from 
Kansas, Sept. 25, 1909. He was promot- 


fed to First Lieutenant July 1, 1911.

ARRESTED IN STRIKE! 
AT THE MARYLAND 


Striking Phone Operators and 
Waiters’sSympathizers, Are 
Taken to Station. 


CROWD FILLS’ STREETS 


Traffic Is Blocked and Police 
Are Unable to Keep Traffic 
Moving. 


Following the arrest of Geraldine 
Crawford, a striking telephone operator, 
in front of the Maryland Hotel shortly 
after 1 p. m., Tuesday, a large crowd 
ass@mbled in front of the hotel. 

The police were powerless to keep 
the street and sidewalks clear. The 
street was jammed with people for two 
blocks and the scene a the pro- 
portion of a semi- riot. 

Marie Messing, another striking tele- 
phone operator, was arrested when she 
was seen accosting patrons and urging 
them to remain away from the hotel, 
saying the place was unfair to its em- 
ployes. 

Seven Men Arrested. 

Seven men, said to be in sympathy 
with the striking waiters, also were ar- 
rested. 

Miss Messing, who is 18 years old and 
lives at 8345 Oregon avenue, according 
to the police, became active shortly 
after the arrest of Miss Crawford. 

She distributed cards announcing that 
the Maryland Hotel had treated its em- 
ployes unfairly, the police say, and 
tried to prevent patrons from entering 
the place. 

Crowd Blocks Traffic. 

The conduct of Miss Messing, the po- 
lice alleged, encouraged a number of 
men in sympathy with the striking 
waiters, and they followed her example. 
The efforts of the police to tlear the 
sidewalk, they say, served only to in- 
crease the crowd so that traffic was 
impossible. 

The men arrested gave the names of

Miss Crawford is 22 years old aad 
Jives at 612 North Sarah street. She 
was followed to the police station by 
a big crowd which had surrounded her 
when Patrolman Reese arrested her in 
front of the Maryland. In the crowd 
were four or five striking telephone op- 
erators and striking waiters who have 
been doing picket. duty at the Mary- 
land. 

Denies Using Epithet. 

‘According to Reese, Miss Crawford 
called Sergt. Smith, in charge of the 
patrol squad at the Maryland, a “dirty 
dog.’’ This she denies. She also denies 
that she was walking up and down 
along a small space of sidewalk just to 
tantalize the patrolmen and to amuse 
the crowd, as the police claim. 

Sergt. Smith told Miss Crawford that 
if she desired to remain on the side- 
walk she would have to extend her 
„ beat' to the corner. She says she told 
him she could walk where she pleased 
and that the Sergeant pushed her into 
the gutter. 

A few minutes later, Patrolman Reese 
arrested Miss Crawford and took her 
into the lobby of the Maryland to awiit 
the coming of a patrol wagon. The 
prisoner asked him to hold her in some 
place other than a “scab hotel,“ but, 
she claims, the patrolman would not 
take her outside until someone connect- 
ed with the hotel told him that was no 
police station. 

Mrs, Spraggon Sees Chief. 

Mrs. Sarah Spraggon, president of 
the Women’s Trades Union League, was 
among those who followed: Miss Craw- 
ford to the police station. She asked 
Chief Young why Miss Crawford had 
been arrested, and if he was going to 
allow his policemen to mistreat striking 
telephone operators without provoca- 
tion. 

When Patrolman Reese told the Chief 
that Miss Crawford had been distribut- 
ing cards issued by the waiters, she 
denounced the statement as a lie. She 
admitted being in sympathy with the 
waiters, but insisted she was doing 
nothing but walking up and — the 
sidewalk when arrested. 

Miss Crawford was detained until

TRAINMEN FAVOR STRIKE 
BY A 94 PER CENT VOTE 


Result In East Is Announced 
and Erie Declares It Cannot 
Raise Wages. 


By Associated Press. 
EW YORK, July 8.—Ninety-four per 


cent of the members of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen and of the 
Order of Railway Conductors out of 76,- 
683 participating in a strike vote in the 
wage dispute with the 51 Eastern rail- 
roads, are in favor of a strike. These 
figures were announced today at a joint 
meeting of union representatives and a 
committee of railroad managers. 

When the conference convened the 
Erie Railroad announced that it had 
withdrawn from the proceedings, on the 
ground that it would be unable to meet 
any advance which might result. This 
practically invites a strike. 

It was eOnceded before the meeting 
that the vote would be overwhelmingly 
for a strike. This does not mean that 
a walkout will follow, however. The 
unions hope to force arbitration under 
the Erdman act, as was the case in 
the firemen’s demands,

TROUBLE BEFORE STRIKE 


Post-Dispatch Reporters in Many 
Instances Encounter No 
Unusual Delay. 


Complaints of poor telephone service, 
made to the Post-Dispatch by users of 
Bell telephones, have been much more 
frequent in the last few days than they 
were at the outset of the telephone 


girls’ strike. 
The Post-Dispatch has had little trou- 


ble in the use of its office telephones, 
and calls from outside addressed to the 
paper have been handled with a fair de- 
gree of promptness. The strikers say 
this is because special orders have been 
given at the exchanges to facilitate 
the service of daily newspapers. 

To test the service whieh the general 
public gets, the Post-Dispatch sent a re- 
porter Tuesday to a number of business 
firms in the west and northwest parts 
of the city, to inquire about the service 
they are getting, and to make a per- 
sonal test of their telephones. Most of 
these are nickel-in-the-slot instruments. 


Calls the Service Awful. 

The John F. Weber Grocer Co., 4200 
Olive street, was one of the places the 
reporter visited. The store has three 
Bell telephones, Lindell 436, 437 and 456. 

The service is awful,“ said John F. 
Weber. It is undoubtedly costing us 
a lot of business. When we answer a 
call, the customer will frequently tell us 
that he or she has been trying to get us 
for 10 or 15 minutes. Of course, for 
each one who has the patience to stick, 
there are three or four who give up, 
and whom we never hear of. We an- 
swer our Bell the instant that they 
ring. But the girls tell customers they 
can’t raise us, when, as a matter of 
fact, they have not rung us at all. 

“The customers naturally think we 


Sometimes, when the girl rings us after 
a long delay, she will break the con- 
nection before we can answer, and when 
one of us answers ‘Hello,’ she will say, 
number?“ 

At this moment one of the bells 
rang, and the very thing occurred 
which Weber just had been describ- 
ing. “I’m not calling any number,“ 
Said the grocer, I'm answering a 
call. This bell rang.” The girl’s re- 
Ply was, “If I can trace the call, I 
will call you.” 

Unsatisfactory Before the Strike. 

“When it isn’t that,” said the 
grocer, wearily, “we get cut off in the 
middle of an order, and the customer 
thinks we hung up. I don't say this 
ix all due to the strike. The service 
was far from being satisfactory be- 
fore the strike.” 

When the reporter called the Post- 
Dispatch office on one of Weber's 
telephones, he got a connection with- 
out delay. 

At another large West End grocery, 
which has four Bell telephones, the 
proprietor, who did. not wish to be 
quoted by name, said: “It’s too hot 
to talk about the phone service. The 
Bell service is bad, and as for the 
Kinloch, I'd about as soon go down 
cellar and holler up a spout as to 
try to use a Kinloch phone.“ 

The J. S. Conrad grocery, 5910 Delmar 
boulevard, has four Bell _ telephones, 
Cabany 590, 591, 592 and 593. Conrad sau 
the service was much poorer than in 
the first few days of the strike. He 
said, as Weber had done, that the servy- 
ice caused complaints ‘from customers 
and loss of business. 

Half the time,“ said Conrad, “tne 
first thing we hear of a call is a regu- 
lar riot call from the chief operatoc, 
wanting to know why. we don’t answer. 
We tell her our bell hasn’t been ring- 
ing, but the next time the same thing 
happens. And half the calls we do get 
are broken off in the middle.“ 

Could Get No Response. 

A downtown physician told the re- 
porter he tried vainly for an entire aft- 
ernoon to get even a response froin 
the Cabany Exchange. The downtown 
operators told him, he said, that if they 
could get an answer from the Cabany 
Exchange they would call him, but no 
call came. 


6:10 p. m. Monday, to call Cabany 968 
from a downtown slot telephone, Olive 
4288. He dropped in his nickel and the 
operator answered. When he pro- 
nounced the Cabany number he immedi- 
ately got the busy signal, but his nickel 
was not returned. After vain attempts 
to get the operator’s attention, he 
dropped in another nickel, gave the num- 
ber and again instantly got the busy sig- 
nal, but not his nickel. The third time, 
he called the chief operator, and, after a 
wait, got the number, but did not get 
back any of his nickels. It took 15 min- 
utes to get tl.e connection. 

Inquiries in the northwest part of the 
city showed that, for some reason, there 
is less complaint there than in the cen- 
tral section. The reporter visited a num- 
ber of small firms in that section and 
found much less complaint than in the 
case of the large houses. 

Edward P. Olklaesener of 2501 North 
Sarah street (Lindell 390) said he 
had found the service fairly good. 
The reporter tested his telephone with 
good result.

PHILADELPHIA, July 8 -—The re- 
riovai or all grade crossings in South 
Philadelphia, a large increase in the 
port facilities of the city and other im- 
provements, at an estimated cost of 
more than $18,000,000, was agreed upon 
at a conference yesterday between city 
officials and representatives of rail- 
ways. The city’s share will amount to 
$9,796,400, while the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road will spend $7,067,000. and the Balti- 
more & Ohio $1,904,300. 

The plan, which will be worked out 
in detail by attorneys for the city and 
railroads this summer, for submission 
to councils next fall, includes the pur- 
chase of the railroad piers by the city 
and the erection of new freight yards 
and steamship terminals on what is nov 
marsh land adjoining the Philadelphia 
navy yard on the north. About 4000 
acres of marsh land will be reclaimed

BADLY MANAGED, 
SAYS U. S OFFICIAL 


Assistant Secretary Says Extent 


of Mismanagement Will Be 
Investigated. 


By Associated. Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 8.—John Skel- 


ton Williams, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, who represented Secre- 
tary McAdoo at the closing of the 
Pittsburg First-Sécond National Bank, 
today declared the institution “had 
been seriously mismanaged and the 
extent of the mismanagement would 
be determined by the oe of 
Justice.“ 

United States Attorney 3 at 
Pittsburg and a special agent of the 
Department of Justice probably will 
make the contemplated inquiry. 

Officials now aré giving particular 
attention to the discrepancy between 
the sworn report of the bank to the 
Comptroller of the Currency on June 4 
and the financial statement as published 
in the Pittsburg newspapers. The re- 
port to the comptroller showed nearly 
$2,000,000 in re-discounts, or borrowed 
money, but it was omitted from the 
published statement. The national bank 
act requires the publication of the state- 
ment in the form submitted to the 
Comptroller. 

The. entire capital and surplus of the 
First-Second, amounting to $5,500,000, 
probably has been wiped out, but offi- 
cers of the bank have assured the Gov- 
ernment that depositors will be protect- 
ed in full, or nearly in full.

Pittsburg Savings Bank Has Run; 


Pays $50 to Each Person. 
By Associated Press. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 8.—Financial 
Pittsburg showed little outward evidence 
today of yesterday’s crash in banking 
circles, following the failure of the 
First-Second National Bank, with $32,- 
000,000 of deposits, the First National 
Bank of McKeesport, an allied institu- 
tion, and the appointment of receivers 
for the American Water Works and 
Guarantee Co., the largest concern of 
its kind in the country, and for the 
banking house of J. S. & W. S. Kuhn, 
incorporated. 

No unusual incidents were observed 
about other banks of the city with the 
exception of the Pittsburg Bank for Sav- 
ings, another bank controlled by J. S. 
Kuhn and W. S. Kuhn, who controlled 
the majority of stock in the two banks 
that suspended yesterday. 

The First National Bank of McKees- 
port, which was closed by the directors 
yesterday, today was formally closed 


‘| by order of the Comptroller of the Cur- 


& W. 8. Kuhn this morning 
resigned as president and vice-presi- 
dent, respectively, of the Pittsburg Bank 
for Savings. The following officers were 
elected to teke charge of the bank: W. 
J. Jones, president; L. M. Plumer, vice- 
president; A. N. Voegtley, secretary and 
treasurer. 

The run on the savings institution that 
was started yesterday was resumed this 
morning, possibly in somewhat larger 
magnitude, but the same method as 
adopted yesterday was pursued today. 
All depositors were paid $50 at once ani 
notice of 30, 60 and 90 days for larger 
amounts were required. 


Many Offers of Help. 
Shortly after noon it was apparent 


that the run on the Pitssburg Bank for 
Savings had been spent, at least for the 
day. 

A contemplated meeting of the Clear- 
ing House that was scheduled for this 
afternoon will not be held. The assur- 
ing condition of all members of this 
association and offers of assistance 
from New York, Chicago and St. Louis 
this morning in a great measure aided 
in restoring sentiment to normal con- 
ditions. 

In the United States District Court 
today, Judge Charles P. Orr appointed 
Fred G. Kay as the fourth receiver for 
the American Waterworks and Guar- 
antee Co. 

W. J. Jones, formerly treasurer of the 
Pittsburg Bank for Savings, but today 
made president of the institution, said 
after his election: 

“The Kuhns' have entirely withdrawn 
from the bank. As it Was, they were 
only the nominal heads of the organi- 
zation. There is no question about our 
bank. We have been here for 51 years 
and will be here for 100 more. We are 
backed by many Pittsburg banks and 
they will come to the rescue should any 
unusual occasion demand it. We also 
have the support of the Clearing 
House.”

Judge Miller, after hearing the evi- 
dence, sehtenced Peterson to 10 days 
in jail and Held to five days. The Court 
then paroled them.

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Ray 
Weinbrenner, who presented the case, 
gays there was nothing unusual in the 
trial or disposition of the case. 

Under the law and in accordance 
with the rulings of many high courts 
I had to confine the testimony to the 
articles charged in the warrants,“ said 
ke.

The flap would receive nourishment 
from the dog through the place where 
it was still attached to the agimal,

BUSINESS BOSSES. 

In criticising the methods and purposes of the 
‘National Association of Manufacturers the Post- 
Dispatch does not condemn the mass of manu- 
facturers and merchants who made up its mem- 
cE | bers. We are far from believing that the mem- 
0¢ | bership as a whole was responsible for the or- 
ganization’s wrongdoing or if the majority had 
understood its methods and objects it would have 
indorsed them. 

Undoubtedly many members of the organization 
were victims of its conspiracy to control the 
Government in the interest of privileged busi- 
ness and the anti-labor organization cldss. They 
were ignorant of the actual tactics employed by 
the officers to accomplish their purposes. The 
responsibility rested on a group of men who con- 
trolled and wielded its power for their own ends 
and for the benefit of the few masters of big busi- 
ness whose interests they confused with those of 
the many. They misled their followers with high- 
sounding phrases about business needs, business 
menaces and business interests, as if these were 
distinguished from the needs and menaces and 
interests of all the people. 

Organizations like that of the National Asso- 
clation of Manufacturers are like political organi- 
zations. They become corrupt. They fall into 
the hands of bosses who misuse their powér And 
influence for selfish ends. These leaders gain the 
confidence of members and mislead them witn 
fine phrases. They keep them in ignorance as 
to specific purposes and actual methods. They 
are benefactors in public and conspirators in 
secret, 

Manufacturers and other business men should 
be the first to repudiate the wrong-doing of their 
organization leaders. Having full knowledge of 
the offenses committed in their name, they should 
heartily support the effort to destroy the influ- 
ences which have been working underground 
against the general welfare. 
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They won't let their colored brother join the 
union, although the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution let him into the Union a long time 


ago. 
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MAINTAIN LAW AND ORDER. 

Striking and discharged waiters should bear in 
mind the necessity of maintaining law and order. 
No matter what their grievances or how unjustly 
they may have been treated by their employers, 
the obligation of lawful and orderly conduct rests 
upon them. The arbitrary and inhuman action 
of some of the hotels and restaurants makes it the 
more desirable that the waiters strengthen their 
cause by good conduct.

._ known in history, failed to separate the states, 
we see that the demonstration was complete, 
that the thing was not to be done, and our 
failure must give pause to those who in the 
future would contemplate such an undertaking. 
Could a conviction as to the perpetuity of the 
Union have affirmation from a more authorita- 
tive source? New perils there are, but they come 
from a different direction. Perversions of the 
great aim of the original compact as aiarming as 
that threatened in the separation of the states 
have had their high tides. Great moral Gettys- 
burgs have been fought on unseen fields since that 
physical struggle in the Eastern foothills. 
The echoes of some of these moral Gettysburge 
have not yet died away. Those who turned them 
into victories for the people shall not have fought 
in vain. The failure of plunderbunds and cor- 
ruptionists in the past, of monopoly invaders and 
privilege’s retainers—the failure of all those who 
distrust and hate the principles on which the 
Government is founded—must give pause to 
others of their kind who would seek new ways 
of diverting sovereignty from the people. The 
thing is not to be done. 
The amazing progress since the . na- 
tion entered on its new life 50 years ago has been 
captivatingly pietured by many during the days 
of commemoration now ended. More captivating

EXTRADITION AND PENALTIES, 
From the Springfield Republican. 

The attendance of a United States official at the 
trial of Porter Charlton is not necessary, so far 
as assurance of a fair trial is concerned, but is 
justified by the international importance of a 
case upon which the Supreme Court has had to 
pass. Extradition has spread steadily, and the 
recent arrangement with Paraguay removes al- 
most the last réfuge of the fugitive. In respect 
to penalties the practice of civilized countries 
tends to assimilate, though in regard to capital 
punishment there is still difference of practice 
and opinion. Italy has abolished the death pen- 
alty, but its way of administering life imprison- 
ment is by many thought more cruel, though as 
to this there may be some rhetoric exaggerations 
there is at all events no Italian prison so bad as 
Sing Sing. : 

It is possible on the other hand, that in a coun- 
try where capital punishment has been abolished 
and is viewed with abhorrence there might by de- 
grees arise some opposition to the extradition of 
offenders to a country where it is still practiced. 
Torture is taboo; if the death penalty should 
come to seem equally savage to some countries 
they might become reluctant to send their citizens 
for trial under the laws of a nnr still retain- 
ing it.

NEPOTISM IN MISSOURI. 

The scene on payday at Jefferson 
City is said to be one of the most 
laughable of its kind on this earth. 
Whole families attend, and by the time 
papa, mamma, brother and sister have 
all been paid off, there are few homes 
in the State capital without the blessing 
of ready money. 

“And yet,” says an observer who is 
familiar with life in Jefferson City, “t 
is almost necessary. A Cabinet officer 
in Missouri gets a salary of $3000. It 
costs him about that to be a part of 
the State administration. If he doesn’t 
get his wife on the pay roll at $1900, 
which is the standard salary for a Cabi- 
net officer’s wife at Jefferson City, ne 
has nothing to live on. If they have 
children old enough to want to spend 


the pay roll at $1200 each—the standard 
salary for children old enough to spend 
money—or there is none to spend. 


“It looks badly, but there is more jus- 
tification for it than one unfamiliar with 
official life in Jefferson City would 
Imagine,“ says this sympathetic observ- 
er. While the people may not under- 
stand it, all the politicians do. You 
never see any but men with big 
families run for State offices in Mis- 
sourl. The big family is an essential. 
Mr. Roach, the present Secretary of 
State, has 12 children. Not all of these 
are old enough to get on the pay roll, 
but if Mr. Roach can hold the office 
until they grow he will make it pay. 
Cabinet officers with only seven or 
eight children have no hope of being 
able to make ends meet. It can’t be 
done. In the absence of direct de- 
scendents in any number, a State officer 
cannot fill in with poor relations. Poor 
relations want what they make—and 
then some. That is what made them 
poor. The mainstay of any Cabinet of- 
ficer is his wife. His wife, with her 
$1800 a year, will maintain the family. 
The children, at $1200 each, will waste 
a good deal of their money, and the 
father, at $3000, has to give all of his to 
political ends. His wife, at $1300, must 
carry the household. If a man loses his 
wife, he has to resign. The ideal situa- 
tion at Jefferson City is that in which 
the father keeps his political fences up 
with his $3000, the mother supports the 
family with her $1800, and the children 
are self-supporting on the outside with 
their $1200 each. There are several 
households in Jefferson City like that, 
and there are none happier on earth.”
